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Report  of  Health  Officer 


To  the  citizens  of  Brighton: 

I  have  made  my  annual  inspection  of  school  houses  and 
all  public  buildings  in  town  and  find  that  tliey  are  all  in  a  fair- 
ly good  sanitary  condition. 

A  few  rules  in  regard  to  schoolhouse  sanitation 

1.  Dusting  should  be  done  with  a  damp  cloth.  Sweep- 
ing with  a  damp  broom. 

2.  Slates,  slate  pencils  and  sponge  should  not  be  used  in 
the  school-room.  Each  pupil  should  be  supplied  with  paper, 
pencil,  or  pen  and  penholder  and  these  should  not  be  trans- 
ferred from  one  pupil  to  another. 

3.  Each  pupil  should  be  provided  with  a  drinking  cup, 
marked  with  the  pupil's  name  and  kept  in  a  convenient  place 
over  the  pail  or  faucet. 

4.  School  rooms  should  be  swept  and  dusted  after  school 
hours.  No  dust  should  be  stirred  up  before  school  opens  in 
the  morning.  Teachers  should  know  that  dust  and  germ  life 
are  identical. 

5.  School  sessions  should  never  be  more  than  one  and  a 
half  hour  in  length,  and  an  intermission  of  15  minutes  should 
follow  each  session. 

6.  If  a  pupil  has  a  sore  throat,  a  flushed,  feverish  face  or 
a  cough,  the  teacher  should  send  such  pupil  home  with  a  note 
to  the  parents  asking  them  to  consult  the  family  physician. 

7.  Never  allow  a  pupil  with  a  chronic  cough  to  attend 
school.  School  boards  should  never  allow  a  teacher  with  a 
chronic  cough  to  teach  school.  Never  allow  spitting  in  a 
school  room.

We,  the  school  directors  of  the  Town  of  Brighton,    feel   that   the 
citizens  of  Brighton  appreciate  the  progress  made  in  their  schools   and 
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desire  to  maintain  their  present  efficiency.  To  that  end  we  request 
an  increase  of  5  per  cent  in  the  appropriations  for  school  purposes 
for  these  reasons. 

1st.  Fuel,  books,  paper  and  all  other  school  supplies  have  prac- 
tically doubled  in  cost. 

2nd.  Since  July  1,  1915,  the  courses  oTered  in  the  High  School 
have  been  extended  and  are  now  approved  by  the  New  England  col- 
leges as  of  superior  rank.  A  certificate  from  our  school  now  admits  to 
college  without  examination. 

3rd.  In  recognition  of  the  present  popular  demand  for  vocational 
training,  we  are  now  offering  practical  courses  in  business  and  domestic 
science.  The  business  course  takes  up  the  subjects  of  typewriting, 
bookkeeping,  form  accounts,  etc.,  while  the  course  in  domestic  science 
treats  such  topics  as  home  decoration,  home  economics,  home  sanita- 
tion, cooking,  sewing  and  various  other  allied  subjects  which  tend  to 
make  the  home  cleaner,  better  and  more  comfortable. 

4th.  We  are  maintaining  a  teacher  training  course,  which 
splendidly  fits  our  young  people  to  make  successful  careers  in  the 
teaching  profession.  This  course  is  also  credited  for  one  full  year  in 
our  State  Normal  Schools. 

5th.  The  work  being  done  by  our  rural  schools  shows  great  im- 
provement. The  interest  and  attendance  is  very  satisfactory  and  the 
teachers  are  all  s[)ecially  trained,  three  being  graduates  of  teacher 
training  courses,  and  one  of  the  Worcester  State  Normal  School. 

6th.  The  total  attendance  has  increased  as  follows.  The  total 
registration  in  the  High  School  Building  for  the  year  being  : 

1914-15  1915-16  1916-17 

186  192  219 

High  School  room  alone,  18  33  46 

The  number  of  non-resident  pupils  for  the  three  years  has  increased 
from  1  to  14.  This  tendency  of  outside  pupils  to  come  our  way 
should  certainly  be  encouraged.  These  facts  show  in  brief  some  of  the 
possibilities  of  our  school.     Make  it  possible  for  us  to  develop  them. 

7th.  We  want  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  foster  the  excellent 
school  spirit  which  is  now  evident  in  the  young  people.  Whereas  their 
school  activities  and  athletics  are,  and  should  be,  self  supporting,  we 
wish  them  to  feel  that  we  heartily  approve  them,  and  do  not  care  to 
stifle  the  factors  which  have  made  these  results  possible. 

This  increase  in  cost  of  school  supplies,  this  extension  of  courses 
offered,  and  this  increase  in  school  attendance,  has  necessarily  increased 
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the  cost  of  maintenance.  We  believe  all  these  things  to  be  for  your 
best  interest,  steps  in  the  right  direction.  Give  us  your  support  in 
the  town  meeting  so  that  we  will  not  have  to  retrace  them.

I  have  made  my  annual  inspection  of  the  school  houses  and  pub- 
lic buildings  in  the  town  of  Brighton  and  find  that  the  school  houses 
are  all  in  a  fairly  good  sanitary  condition.  The  floor  in  the  school 
house  at  East  Brighton  should  receive  a  little  re[)airing,  which  would 
prevent  cold  drafts  blowing  onto  the  feet  of  the  school  children  and 
teacher. 

There  are  a  few  buildings  in  town  wh'ch  in  my  judgment  have 
not  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  in 
regard  to  fire  escapes.  These  buildings  are  the  "Lakeview"  on  Cross 
street,  now  used  as  a  store  and  also  for  tenements,  the  "Bartlett" 
block  on  Main  street,  the  Foss  block  on  Cross  street,  used  as  a  hard- 
ware store  and  a  public  hall,  the  "Gleeson"  block  on  Pherring  street 
owned  by  Miss  Mosseau  and  used  as  a  tenement  house,  the  Andrew 
Tracey  block  on  Cross  street  and  the  Clark  block,  if  occupied  above 
the  second  story.

A''ter  making  my  ann'nl  inspection  of  School  Houses  and  Public 
Buildings,  I  finl  that  nearly  all  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
o  the  Ver.nont  St^te  Baard  of  Health  A  little  more  care  should  be 
exercised  in  the  kee  lini  o'  sorie  of  the  out-houses  in  the  rural  districts 
in  a  rnorp  cleanly  manner.  Fire  escapes  have  been  provided  for  all 
t  le  pul  lie  buildings  in  town  with  the  exception  of  the  Bartlett  Block 
on  Mam  Street  The  owners  of  this  block  should  be  required  to  place 
fire  escapes  on  this  buildin?  at  once,  so  that  in  case  of  fire  there  could 
not  be  no  danger  to  the  peo.ile  wh.-,  live  in  this  block.

There  is  another  point  that  must  be 
considered.  We  are  graduating  a  class  of  six,  and  there  is  a 
possible  incoming  class  cf  twenty-five,  besides  the  ou!:side  scho- 
lars. This  means  simply  this,  unless  something  is  done,  we 
must  accommodate  a  possible  hundred  with  room  that  was  in- 
sufficient for  fifty-four. 

We  further  recommend  that  owing  to  the  increase  cost 
of  supplies  and  the  necessary  increase  in  sakries  for  the  comin,"^; 
year,  an  increase  of  10  per  cent  of  th?  grand  list,  making  a 
total  cf  eighty-five  per  cent.

REPORT      of      the     DISTRICT      HEALTH      OFFICER 

To   the  Voters   of   the  Town   of   Brighton,  Vt.:    

In  rendering  this,  my  first  annual  report,  I  wish  to  call 
attention  to  a  few  features  of  the  new  Health  Law. 

CONTAGIOUS  DISEASES: 

1.  Physcians  are  required  to  quarantine  and  report 
a'l  ca3es  of  contagious  disease's  which  they  attend. 

2.  When  no  physcian  is  in  attendance,  the  Head  of 
the  Family  who  knows  that  a  case  of  contagious  disease  ex- 
ists in  his  or  her  houstnold  is  required  by  law  to  put  up  a 
placard,in  stitute  quarantine  and  report  to  the  District  Health 
Officer  at  once. 

3.  School  teachers  are  required  by  law  to  report  any 
case  of  contagious  disease  existing  among  their  pupils  or  the 
families  of  their  pupils.  They  must  not  allow  any  pupil  af- 
flicted with  lice,  or  other  vermin  or  any  contagious  disease  of 
any  description  to  attend  school.  When  families  are  in  quar- 
antine for  measles,  mumps,  chickenpox,  whooping  cough  or 
german  measles,  teachers  must  not  allow  pupils  from  such 
families  who  have  not  had  the  disease  to  attend  school  during 
the  period  of  quarantine.  In  cases  of  know  exposure  to  scar- 
let fever,  diphtheria,  smallpox,  meningitis  or  infantile  paral- 
ysis, the  teacher  must  not  only  bar  the  pupils  from  school  but 
also  immediately  notify  the  District  Health  Officer  of  all  the 
facts.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  above  regulations  renders 
the  offender  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.00  and     not     more 


than  $100.00  for  each  offense. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  in  the  way  of  educating 
the  public  as  to  these  requirements  which  in  the  future  must  be 
rigidly  enforced.  The  public  has  a  right  to  expect  protection 
from  contagious  disease  and  the  co-operation  of  all  good  citi- 
zens is  earnestly  requested  to  the  end  that  these  expectations 
may  be  realized.  With  every  one  helping,  contagious  diseases 
can  be  suppressed  to  astonishing  degree. 
MEDICAL  INSPECTION  IN   THE   SCHOOLS: 

Under  the  new  law,  if  the  town  votes  to  have  Medical 
Inspection  in  Schoos,  the  work  is  done  by  the  State  under  the 
direction  of  the  District  Health  Officer  free  of  all  expense  to 
the  town  except  for  the  printing  of  cards  on  which  to  keep 
records  of  the  inspection. 

Every  child  in  every  school  is  examined  once  a  year 
for  physical  defects  such  as  defective  eyesight  or  hearing,  ade- 
noids, enlarged  tonsils,  spinal  curvature,  defective  teeth  and 
disease  of  the  lungs  or  heart,  etc.  Nothing  in  this  inspection 
will  be  in  any  way  objectionable  to  the  parents.  No  treat- 
ments are  given  but  accurate  records  are  kept  i  n  each  case 
and  the  parents  are  urged  to  have  the  defects  remedied. 
Something  may  be  done  later  to  assist  parents  who  are  finan- 
cially unable  to  have  the  defects  remedied. 

The  importance  of  this  work  cannot  be  over  estimated, 
as  practically  all  defects  found  among  children  may  le  ealsly 
remedied,  while,  in  later  life,  they  may  cause  serious  trouble. 
I  wish  to  urgs  every  voter  to  vote  for  this  measure  as  it  is  only 
fair  that  the  children  of  every  community  may  receive  the  ben- 
efit of  any  measure  which  has  such  a  great  defect  on  their  la- 
ter life. 

LOCAL  BOARDS  OF  HEALTH: 

The  law  provides  for  a  local  board  of  health  for  each 
town  or  city,  composed  of  the  selectmen  in  towns  or  the  alder- 
men in  cities,  one  of  whom  is  eleceted  chairman  of  the  Board. 
Complaints  as  to  nuisances  dangerous  to  health  should  be 
made  in  writing,  bearing  the  signature  of  the  writer,  and  sent 
to  the  chairman  of  this  Board. 
SCHOOLS: 

During  the  past  year,  your  schools  were  inspected  and 


in  some  cases  changes  or  improvements  were  ordered.  No 
changes  were  ordered  unless  deemed  absolutely  necessary.  It 
is  the  policy  under  the  new  system  to  have  a  gradual  improv- 
ment  of  all  schools  rather  than  a  sudden  radical  change. 

It  is  expected  that  the  next  annual  report  will  refer 
more  specifically  to  the  condition  of  the  school-houses  and 
othsr  matters  of  local  importance  and  contain  an  accurate  re- 
ccrd  c.s  to  tho  occurrencs  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  town 
in  the  year  1920.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  HEALTH  OFFICER 


To  the  Voters  of  the  Town  of  Brighton,  Vt. : 

In  rendering  this,  my  annual  report,  I  wish  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  following: 

1.    CONTAGIOUS   DISEASES 

No  epidemic  occurred  in  the  town  during  the  year  1921, 
only  a  few  scattered  cases  of  contagious  disease  appearing. 

2.  MILK  i^ICENSES 

During  the  year  1921  twenty-one  milk  licenses  were  is- 
sued. 

3    INSPECTION   OF  SCHOOL   BUILDINGS 

During  the  past  year  your  schools  were  inspected  and  in 
some  cases  changes  or  improvements  ordered.  No  changes 
were  ordered  unless  absolutely  necessarry.  It  is  the  policy  un- 
der the  new  system  to  have  a  gradual  improvement  of  all 
schools  rather  than  a  sudden  radical     change.  Your     rural 

schools  have  already  began  to  show  improvement. 

4.   MEDICAL  INSPECTION  OF  SCHOOL  CHILDREN.  ' 

During  the  past  year  all  the  children  in  the  schools  of  the 
town  were  carefully  examined  for  physical  defects  with  the 
following  results:

The  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brighton,  who  are  legal 
voters  in  Town  Meeting,  are  hereby  warned  to  meet  at  the 
Opera  Hall,  in  said  Brighton,  on  Tuesday,  March  7th.,  A,  D. 
1922,  at  10  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  for  the  purpose  of  acting 
upon  the  following  business,  viz: 

Art.  1.        To  elect  r    moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  2.        To  elect  a  Town  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  3.  To  hear  and  dispose  of  the  reports  of  the  various 
Town  Officers. 

Art.  4.  To  elect  all  other  offiecrs  as  provided  by  law  includ- 
ing one  Water  Commissioner,  for  the  term  of  three 
years. 

Art.  5.  To  determine  in  what  manner  the  taxes  shall  be  col- 
lected. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  ten  per  cent 
of  its  highway  fund  for  the  building  and  main- 
tenance of  sidewalks. 

Art.  7  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  and  author- 
ize its  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Road  Commissioner 
or  Commissioners,  whether  one  or  two  of  such 
Commissioners  to  be  determined  by  said  vote. 

Art.  8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money,  over  and  above  that  re 
quired  by  law  will  be  appropriated  by  the  Town  f  o^ 
the  maintenance  and  enlargement  of  the  Public 
Library. 

Art.  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  vnll  appropriate  money,  and  if 
so,  how  much,  for  the  proper  observance  of  Mem- 
orial Day.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  a  certain  sum  of  money 
to  be  determined  by  the  voter  for  the  construction 
of  a  sewer  on  Mountain  Street,  so-called. 

Art.  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  sell  the  school-house 
in  the  Lee  Elliott-J.  C.  Paradis  District. 

Art  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  furnish  a  School- 
building,  to  be  located  on  some  desirable  site,  in 
the  Height  of  Land  District. 

Art.  16.  RESOLVED  that  the  legal  voters  here  assembled  are 
desirous  of  organizing  public  opinion  in  such  a  way 
as  to  make  it  a  compelling  force  in  the  reducing  of 
State  expenditures,  and  to  this  end  we  wish  our 
representative  and  senators  who  are  to  be  elected 
at  Freeman's  Meeting  in  November  next,  to  insist 
on  the  strictest  economy  in  the  administration  of 
every  State  Department. 

That  they  support,  and  expend  their  best  ef- 
forts in  behalf  of  the  policy  of  retrenchment  and 
efficiency,  as  applied  to  State  affairs,  during  this 
unprecedented  period   of  transition   and   read.iust- 
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ment. 

That  economics  rather  than  sentiment  shall  govern 
their  action  on  any  and  all  appropriations  of  State 
funds,  either  for  general  or  specific  purposes,  that 
by  a  general  scaling  of  State  expenses,  the  necessi- 
ty of  District  State  Taxes,  be  done  away  with. 

And  if  so  voted,  that  a  certified  copy  of  these 
resolutions  be  mailed  to  our  representative  and 
senators  elect,  at  a  date  not  later  than  Dec.  20th. 
1922. 

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  to  defray  the  current  expenses  of  the  Town, 
for  the  support  of  the  poor,  for  the  support  of  the 
schools,  the  making  and  repairing  of  highways  and 
bridges  and  the  care  of  snow  roads  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  to  liquidate  its  present  liabilities. 

Art.  18.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  be 
transacted  at  said  meeting.
